A bed  of  Gold  Ore  has  been  lately 
d'lfcovered  in  Cabbarus  countv,  in  this 
ftate,  in  a creek  runing  through  the  land 
of  Mr.  John  Reed,  a native  of  Heffi 
Caffcl,  in  Germany,  which  promifes  to 
be  a fourcc  of  great  riches  to  the  pro- 
prietor.
